IT’S NOW or never for the 
Marlowe Theatre, city council 
leader John Gilbey has warned. 

His comments come as the council’s execu¬ 
tive prepares to vote on the future of our city’s 
iconic venue. 

On March 19, members will decide whether 
to commit to a £25 million project which would 
see the ageing theatre rebuilt as a large, mod¬ 
em venue capable of hosting West End shows. 

The cmnch vote comes just three days before 
a star-studded gala evening brings down the 
curtain on the theatre in its current guise. 

But dissenting voices have expressed con¬ 
sternation over spending millions on a new 
theatre during a severe recession. 

There are rumours the vote could even be too 
close to call and that the Marlowe rebuild is by 
no means a done deal. 

Cllr Gilbey said: “I think all three parties 
want to see it go ahead, but I know there are 
some councillors who have doubts. 

'TJntil I became leader I was not directly 
involved with the Marlowe, so I don’t have the 
zeal of some others who have been involved 
longer. 

“I’ve always tried to remain fairly neutral, 
but I do want to see it go ahead. If we can 
afford to do it, then I think it’s the right thing 
to do and the right time to do it.” 

Cllr Gilbey said delaying now would be false 
economy, and could even mean the end of 
major theatre productions in Canterbury. 

Refurbishing the theatre, and bringing it up 
to date with legislation would cost nearly as

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'Encouraging' 
figures boost 
Whitefriars

WHITEFRIARS bosses say 
the number of people visit¬ 
ing the shopping centre has 
increased by 20 per cent, 
despite the recession. 

The surprising figure, far above the 
national average increase of 1.2 per 
cent, has even translated into a 
slight increase in trading across the 
whole centre, although this varies on 
a shop-by-shop basis. 

The figures, from business consult¬ 
ants FSP, suggests that Whitefriars, 
along with the Bullring in 
Birmingham, Meadowhall in 
Sheffield and Brent Cross in London, 
is one of the UK shopping centres 
least ‘at risk’ in the recession. 

This is despite two of the centre’s 
shops - Zawi and clothes chain USC 
- recently going into administration. 

Both units now stand empty while 
the companies’ administrators 
decide what to do with the leases. A 
spokesman for the Whitefriars said 
it was too early to tell when the 
empty shops would be filled, or 
which businesses might take them 
on. Whitefriars manager Peter Scutt 
said: “Canterbury has a lot going for 
it and, while the city is not exactly 
bucking the national trend, it cer¬ 
tainly appears to be holding its own. 

“Things may well get worse before 
they get better, but there is a risk of 
talking ourselves deeper into reces¬ 
sion by being overly pessimistic. 

“These are challenging times for 
retailers and customers alike, but 
many are stepping up to the mark 
and offering what the customers 
want - value for money - and reap¬ 
ing the rewards at the tills.” 

Whitefriars’ encouraging figures 
are consistent with the UK as a 
whole, which saw sales rise in 
January as shoppers took advantage

of big price cuts, with stores offering 
discounts of up to 70 per cent. 

As a result, total UK sales rose 0.7 
per cent in January compared with 
December, and by 3.6 per cent com¬ 
pared with January 2008, according 
to the Office for National Statistics. 

And Whitefriars is not the only city 
shopping centre which seems to be 
weathering the storm. The Marlowe 
Arcade has several new arrivals 
which it hopes will also increase foot¬ 
fall. 

Mr Scutt said: “Retailers still have 
confidence in the city, as seen by new 
openings in the Marlowe Arcade. 

“Phase Eight and Rituals opened 
shortly before Christmas and March 
and April will see top London hair 
stylists Rush, Apple computer premi¬ 
um reseller Stormfront, and outdoor 
clothing retailer Animal joining the 
already strong line-up in the arcade.”

much as rebuilding it. He said: “We’ve 
got to do something or the Marlowe 
will die. If we were to close it now and 
not do anything, I don’t think we’d be 
allowed to reopen it. It’s reached the 
end of its life. 

“Refurbishment would cost the 
council as much as a complete rebuild 
in terms of lost grants - and remem¬ 
ber that a portion of that £25m has 
already been spent. 

“I’m interested to see the figures on 
the running costs of the new building. 
I think it will be considerably less 
than the old Marlowe.” 

The cost of the rebuild will be met 
from a variety of sources. Canterbury 
council is putting £9m towards the 
total, and a further £6m will be pro¬ 
vided by the private sector, including 
high-level patrons and the Friends of 
the Marlowe. 

Other grants will come from Kent 
County Council, which has pledged 
£4m, and Seeda. The rebuild will 
result in a main auditorium seating 
1,134. 

Many touring companies will not 
visit theatres seating less than 1,000. 
Breaking this barrier will mean high¬ 
er profile productions and more com¬ 
plex sets, as well as higher profits. 

It will also have restaurants and 
cafes to increase revenue and the 
building itself will be more efficient in 
terms of running costs.

One-way experiment 
during castle project 

PEDESTRIAN safety is at the heart 
of a one-way scheme to be introduced 
as part of the Whitstable Castle 
restoration project. 

An 18-month trial one-way traffic 
system will be brought in around the 
seaward side of Whitstable Castle 
this month, and townsfolk will be 
asked their views at the end to help 
determine if the scheme should be 
made permanent. 

The one-way flow will be eastbound 
towards Heme Bay, between the bot¬ 
tom of Tower Hill and Park Avenue. 

And about 30 new on-street parking 
spaces will be created. The scheme is 
being carried out by Kent Highways 
on behalf of Canterbury council. 
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Paul Farbrace describes horror of Test match terrorist attack 

Kent ace: I'm so very 
lucky to still be alive

EX-KENT cricket coach Paul 
Farbrace says he is “just grateful to 
be alive” after being caught up in 
the middle of yesterday’s terrorist 
atrocity in Pakistan. 

Father-of-two Mr Farbrace, 41, who spent 
years at the St Lawrence Ground in Old Dover 
Road, first as a player and then coach at the 
Kent Academy, has been assistant coach of the 
Sri Lanka national side since leaving 
Canterbury in 2007. 

He was travelling with the players when the 
team coach came under a hail of machine gun 
fire, grenades and rockets. 

The popular figure was hit by shrapnel and 
doctors had to remove a piece of metal from just 
below his elbow. But the former wicketkeeper, 
whose wife and two daughters live in 
Harrietsham, near Maidstone, says despite his 
injuries his heart went out to the five Pakistani 
policemen killed in the brutal attack. 

They died as gunmen opened fire on the team 
coach as it made its way to the Gaddafi 
Stadium in Lahore for a Test match. 

Four Sri Lanka first team players were 
rushed to hospital with injuries - none of them 
life-threatening. Police are now hunting the 12 
masked men responsible. 

Speaking yesterday from a safe location in

Pakistan Mr Farbrace told the BBC: “I wasn’t 
sure what had hit me. We were escorted by five 
or six motorbikes and five or six trucks lull of 
soldiers, so we felt secure, but suddenly shots 
started to fire. 

“There were shouts of ‘get down, get down’ 
and people just hit the floor. It wasn’t until I hit 


the floor that I realised I could see blood was 
coming from me. 

“It was just panic with the gunfire and explo¬ 
sions all around. I was just praying one of the 
bullets wouldn’t hit me. I’m still not sure what 
did hit me but I’m lucky it was nothing serious. 

“It was very frightening. I hope I never come 
across anything like it again. 

“I am just grateful that I am still alive to look 
back on it, and I am desperately sad for the peo¬ 
ple who died. We are all extremely lucky.” 

A well-known face in Canterbury, Mr 
Farbrace was treated for his injuries in the 
dressing room of the stadium before an army 
helicopter landed on the pitch to ferry him and 
the team to safety. They were last night due to 
be flown out of Pakistan and back to Sri Lanka. 

Mr Farbrace contacted his wife to inform her 
of the incident with a 4am phone call. She 
admitted she’d been in a ‘daze’ since the inci¬ 
dent. 

Liz Farbrace said: “I know it’s dangerous but 
you don’t expect it to happen. He’d been in 
Pakistan before Christmas and he said how 
tight the security was.” 

Kent’s current coach Simon Willis received a 
call from him at 6am. He said: “He sounded 
very shaken up. It was a terrifying experience 
by all accounts.” 

England and Kent ace Dean Headley added: 
“He was a popular figure - my best wishes go to 
him and his family.” 

Kent Cricket Club, at the time of going to 
press, had not issued a statement. 


Beaney exhibits 
make their move 

THE Beaney Institute, home to the city 
library and a number of exhibitions, shut 
for the last time for two-and-a-half-years 
on Saturday. 

The historic building has closed to allow 
an extension at the rear of the building. 
Canterbury council says the building 
work will transform museum and 
library services, improve access and pro¬ 
vide more space for services, displays 
and books. 

The Beaney is due to reopen during the 
summer of 2011 after an archaeological 
investigation and the building work is 
completed. 

Most of the institute’s services will con¬ 
tinue during the transition period. 
Object identification and museum infor¬ 
mation services will be transferred to the 
Museum of Canterbury in Stour Street, 
as will most of the picture collection and 
a selection of the ceramics.

Scarlet fever 
warning as 
pupil falls ill 


Recession can’t bite 
a chunk out of food 
inspectors' backlog 


PARENTS are being warned to keep 
an eye out for the highly infectious 
illness scarlet fever, after a con¬ 
firmed case at a school in 
Whitstable. 

A pupil at Westmeads Infant 
School, in Cromwell Road, was 
struck down by the bug last week. 

No other cases have been report¬ 
ed, but the school has sent a letter 
home to parents warning them to 
look out for symptoms; the first of 
which include a sunbum-like rash, 
fever and sore throat. 

Scarlet fever, so called because 
symptoms include a bright red 
tongue and rash, is caused by the 
bacteria streptococcus pyogenes 

It is highly contagious and most 
commonly occurs in children 
between four and eight years old. 

The unpleasant symptoms can 
last for up to five days, and also 
include nausea and vomiting. 

It can be treated with antibiotics. 

If diagnosed, parents are advised 
their children should stay off school 
for five days to prevent the bug 
from spreading further. 

Scarlet fever is no longer the seri¬ 
ous illness it once was and the 
majority of cases today are very 
mild. 


FOOD inspectors in the city are feel¬ 
ing the strain as catering businesses 
continue to rise in the district and 
resources are stretched ever thinner. 

And it’s raised concerns over food 
safety checks. 

Despite the recession, the latest 
2009 figures show the number of 
catering businesses has risen yet 
again - from 1,539 to 1,553 - further 
stretching the understaffed council 
department. 

Across the district, 74 per cent of busi¬ 
nesses involve catering, far more than 
the national average of 60 per cent. 

And yet the council’s inspection 
team employs fewer officers than the 
average local authority, with just 5.3 
full-time equivalent officers as 
opposed to the 6.6 employed by other 
boroughs. 

And the department has to deal 
with an increasing number of prem¬ 
ises year on year. 

This has led to gaps in the district’s 
inspection programme and some of 
the lowest food safety standards in 


the county. As Yourcanterbury 
reported in August last year, from 
March 2007 to August 2008, nearly 
40 per cent of premises escaped 
inspection as there were simply not 
enough staff to carry checks out. 

This was despite two hard-work¬ 
ing officers putting in a gruelling 
eight weeks’ paid overtime to try to 
reduce the backlog. 

Canterbury also falls short against 
the latest Government target, due to 
come into force next month, which 
specifies as many premises as possi¬ 
ble are broadly compliant with food 
standards, based on their previous 
inspection. 

Canterbury has the lowest per¬ 
centage of premises which meet 
these criteria in Kent, at just 76 per 
cent. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
looking at greater use of IT and more 
efficient ways of working and are 
prioritising high-risk premises, but 
the likelihood is the workload will 
increase further.”

BEREAVEMENT counselling is available at 
Cruse Bereavement Care’s Canterbury 
branch, thanks to a grant from the Co-op. 

The £1,000 grant to the Canterbury and 
Thanet branch will provide training to four 
of its supervisors, allowing the charity to re¬ 
start its service. 

Charity spokesman Sylvia Butcher said: 
“The Co-op grant has enabled four new 
supervisors to undertake the necessary 
Cruse training.” 

Man fined after nine-hour 
birthday booze session 

DRUNK Paul Gillham celebrated a friend’s 
birthday too heavily and wound up in a 
police cell. 

Gillham, 23, of Canterbury Road, 
Whitstable was picked up in Old Bridge 
Road after boozing for nine hours. 

He admitted being drunk and disorderly 
at Canterbury Magistrates Court. 

Gillham was fined £100 and ordered to 
pay £60 costs plus £15 victim surcharge. 

Two glasses of wine lead 
to crash and driving ban 

PENSIONER Leslie Binnersley didn’t 
realise two glasses of red wine would put 
him over the drink drive limit. 

Binnersley, 65, of Charnwood Road, 
Broomfield admitted drink driving at 
Canterbury Magistrates Court last week. 

He was breath tested after his car was 
involved in a collision in Heme Bay. 

Binnersley was banned from driving for a 
year, fined £300 and ordered to pay £60 
costs plus £15 victim surcharge.

'Bengal is no bully' 

A CAT breeder from Heme Bay has leapt to the 
defence of a breed labelled ‘dangerous’ and ‘anti¬ 
social’ by TV animal trainer Debbie Connolly. 

Ms Connolly, a pet behaviour specialist, nick¬ 
named Bengal cats the ‘Asbo cat’ and claimed 
the felines, which have wild ancestors, ter¬ 
rorised other pets in the neighbourhood. 

Ms Connolly, who runs an animal training 
website and appeared in the BBC’s Dog 
Borstal series, even claimed one older woman 
had been kept a prisoner in her own chair due 
to fear of her Bengal cat. 

She said: “These cats can be dangerous and 
extremely anti-social. 

“What people don’t realise is these cats are 
not cute and fluffy. They will break into your 
house with the intention of killing your pets.” 

But Libby Norman, who mns Applegarth 
Bengals in Heme Bay has defended the breed, 
which was originally created by crossing an 
Asian leopard cat with a domestic cat. 

She said: “They are wonderfully friendly, out¬ 
going and loveable animals, and I have never 
had anyone who has any problems.” 

She said that the cats lives in her house with 
her dogs and other animals and have never 
attacked any of them. 

Mrs Norman said one customer bought a 
Bengal as a companion for his disabled wife 
and that the cat lives happily on his wife’s lap 
in her wheelchair.

News merger turns 
off rrV's viewers

HUNDREDS of TV viewers 
across Kent have vowed to switch 
off ITV after the station merged 
three news areas into one. 

The ITV Meridian South East show has 
been combined with the Thames Valley and 
South shows into a single “pan-regional” 
broadcast. 

The super region reaches a population of 
eight million people, 12 county councils, 86 
MPs, 60 district councils - from Dover to 
Oxford and Medway to Portsmouth - and 
seven international airports. 

Kent viewers have taken to ITVs message 
board in their hundreds to complain about 
the move. 

Angela Fyfe, one of more than 500 viewers 
to hit out at the new show online, wrote: 
“The news area covered now is far too large. 

“Nobody in the Kent area is interested in 
Southampton, West Sussex and so on, and I 
am quite sure all viewers feel the same. 

‘You will lose many loyal local news watch¬ 
ers by these changes, please think again.” 

‘That Ginger Guy 7 added: “Cringeworthy 
television at its best. I don’t bother with ITV 
with news anymore. 

“It’s dreadffil that you thought saving 
money by making local news no longer local 
or watchable.” 

‘PGC’ wrote: “I have tried to be patient and 
give the new look programme a chance. But 
I’m afraid it has lost not only its identity, it 
has also lost its sparkle, personality and 
charm. 


“The audience is there for a local news pro¬ 
gramme - but this isn’t it. If ITV want to 
save money, this is not the answer, why drive 
your audience away?” 

ITVs online editor Jonathan Marland said 
the combined ITV Meridian news bulletin - 
with East and West segments - have come 
as a results of “economic realities”. 

He wrote on the ITV website: “The 
changes have all been made against a back¬ 
ground of massive upheaval in British 
broadcasting. In a nutshell ITV had an obli¬ 
gation to make regional news as part of the 
original conditions of its broadcasting 


licence. 

“But those conditions have been relaxed as 
a result of the huge number of digital sta¬ 
tions now competing for advertising rev¬ 
enue, and the credit squeeze. 

“This is all part of a big national debate 
about public service broadcasting, and who 
should pay for it. The problem is that PSB is 
expensive and cannot be maintained on a 
purely commercial basis. 

“The government is promising to come up 
with a solution soon. In the meantime eco¬ 
nomic realities have forced changes across 
the whole PSB landscape.” 


University of Kent 
opens up a world 
of study in Brussels 

The University of Kent markets itself as the UK's European 
University. It has partnerships with colleges in Germany, 
Spain, Austria, France and for more than ten years it has 
been running its own small campus in the political heart of 
Europe. Reporter ED HILL paid them a visit. 

ONE small floor of an office 
block in Brussels is a hive of 
academic achievement that 
reaches out across the 
entire world. 

The small institution 
caters for around 200 stu¬ 
dents keen to make a career 
in the world of international 
politics and diplomacy. 

The city is the ideal loca¬ 
tion for the University of 
Kent’s School of International Studies due to its 
connection with many of the world’s largest politi¬ 
cal organisations, such as the EU and NATO. 

John Macgregor, dean of the school, said: “We 
have been here for ten years. It started off with a 
dozen students so it has had tremendous growth.” 

The courses run at the institution specialise in 
international relations and law, as well as many 
other topics. All the courses are aimed at post¬ 
graduate students. 

Most of the students that attend the school 
come from overseas, with the majority coming 
from America and Canada. 

Marty Gaal, 35, from Vancouver, said: “I had 
been living in Asia for six or seven years and 
needed to come back to do a PhD and I wanted to 
come to Europe. To find an English speaking uni¬ 
versity in Brussels met all my requirements. 

“The course here has meant I have been able to 
make lots of contacts. I worked with the 
European Parliament and a consultancy firm.” 

The MA courses generally run for one year and 
have expanded to include conflict analysis, inter¬ 
national economics and migration studies. 

The University of Kent has also announced it is 
setting up courses in humanities for postgradu¬ 
ate students in Paris.

Why we must back off to let 
tragic Jade die with dignity 


THE blanket media coverage given 
to Jade Goody’s health in recent 
weeks has made nothing but dis¬ 
turbing reading. 

Regardless of your views on Jade for misde¬ 
meanours gone by, the terrible tragedy of her 
terminal illness makes her deserving of noth¬ 
ing but our sympathy. 

Her predicament and its coverage has 
sparked a rise in the number of women check¬ 
ing for cervical cancer and that can only be a 
good thing. 

Yet the national tabloid media’s desire to 
highlight Jade Goody’s plight now appears to 
have morphed into a rather gruesome count¬ 
down to her death. 

Without question, the former Big Brother 
contestant has made no effort to shield her life 
from the glare of the spotlight. 

In fact, she courted it - and with good rea¬ 
son. After all, the media is prepared to pay for 


access to such stories, and if the money is to go 
into a trust fund for the financial future of her 
sons, who would want to criticise a mother’s 
natural instinct to protect her children once 
she is gone? 

But there must come a point where some¬ 
one’s dignity at this stage of their life must be 
protected. 

And if Jade - or, more to the point, her advi¬ 
sors - is unable to decide when that is, the 
media and, indeed, we as consumers of news, 
must make that decision. 

There is a fine line between highlighting a 
story and simply taking advantage to become 
rather bizarre voyeurs. I suspect we are on the 
verge right now of overstepping that line. 

We do not need to see this young woman 
actually die before our eyes. We do not need to 
photograph and record her every final 
moment. 

This is a human tragedy and regardless of 
an unquenchable desire for fame and publici¬ 
ty, we, as a society, need to say enough is 


enough. This is not through a desire to be pro¬ 
tected against life’s inevitable conclusion. Nor 
is it a desire to shield ourselves from the 
appalling sadness of seeing someone’s life and 
soul slowly drip away; for it is not unusal 

It is a desire for dignity. A desire for Jade 
Goody not to end her life as so much of it has 
been conducted, as a puppet for other people’s 
purposes, be that making money or selling 
magazines. 

Jade is the epitome of modern-day celebrity. 
Catapulted into the national consciousness by 
an appearance on a reality TV show, her talent 
an apparent desire to reveal every part of her¬ 
self in pursuit of fame and the perceived 
answers that brings. Yet she deserves, in her 
darkest hour, her dignity. And her children 
deserve that dignity, too.

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Low and behold the 
Tory election trick 

As always at this time of year, the 
Conservatives are claiming that 
they have kept council tax down, 
while making savings and maintain¬ 
ing services. 

And they also claim they are 
doing that despite supposedly get¬ 
ting so little funding from central 
government. Their claims, as 
always, are spurious. 

The bulk of our council tax goes to 
Kent County Council. The 
Conservatives who dominate KCC 
are imposing what they call the low¬ 
est ever recorded rise, 2.44 per cent. 

They are doing this because they 
know that the Government will take 
action if they go above five per cent. 

But, more importantly, they are 
keeping the council tax percentage 
rise low this year because there are 
county council elections in June. 
Even a casual glance at the 
Conservatives’ record will show that 
in election years they come up with 
a low council tax increase and we 
pay for it the following year. 

They are also keeping council tax 
rises low this year by keeping staff 
pay down for the lowest paid (the 
people who actually provide the 
services to the public) while ignoring 
calls for a review of pay for those on 
six-figure salaries. 

They could make savings by get¬ 
ting rid of pet projects such as Kent 
TV and HealthWatch, but have cho¬ 
sen not to. At the same time they 


are reducing funding to, for exam¬ 
ple, the already under-funded youth 
service. 

All this while they have had 
above-inflation increases in grants 
from Government throughout this 
decade, as well as now enjoying the 
stability of knowing what those 
grants will be for three years at a 
time.

Rising diabetes rates 
linked to meat diet 

Experts warned this week that UK 
diabetes rates are soaring - and 
there is a strong link with the coun¬ 
try’s expanding waistline. 

This tallies with a new scientific 
report by health charity the 
Vegetarian and Vegan Foundation 
(WF). 

The report investigates the links 
between white meat consumption 
and health. 

White meat contains more than 
twice as much fat as it did in 1940, 
a third more calories and a third 
less protein. 

Meat - including white meat - is 
the one food most linked to weight 
gain around the waist. 

A chicken carcass contains almost 
a pint of fat, and organic chickens 
aren’t much better nutritionally. 
Despite having more space than fac¬ 
tory-farmed chickens, they’re on the 
same regime of high-energy feed, lit¬ 
tle exercise and breeding for rapid 


weight gain. There is also a clear 
link with diabetes. Eating just one 
or more servings of meat (any type) 
per week significantly increases dia¬ 
betes risk. 

People eating a ‘low-meat’ diet for 
17 years had a 74 per cent increased 
risk. For recipes using tasty, healthy, 
meat alternatives, call the WF on 
0117 970 5190, or visit the website 
www.vegetarian.org.uk.

THE controversy surrounding 
Jonathan Ross and Russell Brand 
last year was only ever going to do 
one thing - increase interest in both 
personalities and their subsequent 
projects. 

While the furore claimed Brand’s 
radio job, the more established star 
managed to get off with a suspension 
and keep his multi-million pound 
contract. 

The return of his late-night talk 
show, which is by far Britain’s most 
popular, was eagerly anticipated. 

Many wondered if the host would 
be able to continue with his risque 
humour and close-to-the-bone 
interview style, which has proved so 
successful, or whether he would tone 
down matters. 

Perhaps it was a question that was 
always going to be a non-starter, 
because Ross really does know only 
one style, which I’m sure will please 
his legion of fans. 

What has been a welcome change 
though is that his maddening habit 
of constantly talking about himself 
has dropped away somewhat. 

During the last series, and the 
many that have gone before, it 
had become a show about the man 
himself rather than the guests. 

Almost every conversation 
inevitably ended up being about Ross 
rather than who was sitting beside 
him, no matter how big the star.

IT would be easy in this day and 
age to write Cornwall off as some¬ 
thing of a victim of its own success. 

It is, after all, hugely popular courtesy of 
warm Atlantic air and some dramatic, craggy 
coastlines. 

But is has something of an image problem; of 
being awash with surfers hurtling around in 
Scooby Doo-style camper vans and its housing 
stock being snapped up by the second-home 
brigade. It has given fuel to its critics who say 
its magic is diluted by a torrent of newcomers. 

Yet while in the summer the narrow streets 
winding down to picture-postcard fishing vil¬ 
lages set amid ragged rocks and bathed by 
turquoise waters become a mass of hot metal 
as cars compete for a slice of tarmac, off-season 
it retains a charm which is quite unique.

expanding into nearby properties to offer a 
varied range of accommodation. 

Strapping on your walking boots for a stroll 
is the ideal way in which to build up an 
appetite for a meal in the low-ceiling, wooden- 
beamed restaurant. It is truly a gourmet 
delight. The daily changing menu boasts fresh 
caught fish and seasonal vegetables that 
almost throb with taste and freshness. 

There’s even a growing range of spa treat¬ 
ments on offer for the guest wanting to indulge 
in the ultimate in relaxation. An hour being 
pampered amid the candles and music before 
taking in the clean, crisp air outside is very 
much the icing on the top of a quite wonderful, 
self-indulgent cake. 

What’s more, with the Eden Project just 40 
minutes drive away and miles and miles of 
coastline to explore, Cornwall may just need to 
go back on the must-visit map. And The 
Lugger should be the must-book hotel.

Wide-ranging market 
study gets under way 

THE Office of Fair Trading has launched 
its market study into home buying and 
selling, following two months of discus¬ 
sion with interested parties on its scope. 

The study will take a comprehensive 
look at the market for home buying and 
selling services. It will consider: 

• Competition on price and quality 
between service providers, principally 
estate agents. 

• Prospects for entry by new business 
models, including internet-based. 

• Whether the regulatory framework 
provides the right balance between pro¬ 
tecting consumers and ensuring the 
market remains open to competition and 
innovation. 

• Relationships between estate agents 
and other service providers such as 
mortgage brokers, surveyors, solicitors 
and other professional advisors. 

The study will cover the UK, while 
recognising the significant differences in 
how the market works in Scotland. 

Heather Clayton, senior director of 
infrastructure, said: ‘We need to ensure 
consumers receive a good service when 
buying or selling a home, from a market 
that is competitive, innovative and well¬ 
functioning. We have had constructive 
discussions with interested parties and 
are starting the study with a clear 
understanding of the key issues.”

Average house price 
falls £ 28 k in a year 

THE average house price is now 
£156,753, down almost £28,000 on 
January 2008. This represents an annu¬ 
al decrease of 15.1 per cent. 

In London, the average price fell 14.1 
per cent annually to £306,183. 

It is the 17th month in a row where the 
annual rate of change has fallen, in con¬ 
trast with 21 months of uninterrupted 
increases in the average annual rate of 
change between December 2005 and 
August 2007. 

The most up-to-date figures available 
show that during November 2008 the 
number of completed house sales fell by 
67 per cent to 33,404 from 100,730 in 
November 2007. 

In London only 3,504 house sales were 
completed in November 2008 compared 
with 12,719 in November 2007 - a fall of 
72 per cent. For more information and to

FIRST-time buyers are edging out 
of their shells and tentatively 
beginning to venture into the 
offices of estate agents. 

They are the key to any property recovery. If 
first-time buyers are not buying, chains simply 
can’t develop, let alone be completed. 

But now the National Association of Estate 
Agents is reporting many of its members are 
seeing more first timers. 

All that needs to happen now is for the 
banks to lose their Scrooge image. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has said he 
wants to see the end of 100 per cent mort¬ 
gages, which will make life even harder for 
first-time buyers, who will have to show their 
deposit funds have not been borrowed and are 
pure savings. 

Mr Brown has also been told stamp duty 
should be scrapped for all but the most expen-

sive properties to ease the burden on new buy¬ 
ers. 

And Northern Rock, virtually nationalised 
this time last year, has announced it will be 
lending up to £14 billion over the next two 
year - more welcome news for the market in 
general. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
estate agents’ association, said: “Our figures 
show there is huge demand for property from 
first-time buyers, who are increasingly visiting 
estate agents, registering their interest and 
searching for property. 

“These figures demonstrate they are being 
frustrated at the final hurdle because lenders 
are not making mortgages available. 

“First-time buyers are crucial, not only to the 
housing market, but the entire economy. More 
must be done to help them.” 


And John Oakley, the chairman of the asso¬ 
ciation’s east Kent branch, said he too was see¬ 
ing the start of some sort of recovery. 

He said: “Locally there is a marked increase 
in first-time buyers registering with our mem¬ 
ber firms. 

“With the reduction in house prices, they 
perceive now is a good time to get on the hous¬ 
ing ladder. 

“Houses are now affordable, but first-time 
buyers are being frustrated by the difficulties 
in getting a mortgage, with lenders looking for 
ever larger deposits. 

“If the first-time buyers are not helped and 
encouraged to take that first step, the rest of 
the market cannot get moving. Banks and 
building societies must stop putting obstacles 
in the way and start to release funds. 

“The housing market is one of the main driv¬ 
ers of the economy and when houses start sell¬ 
ing it has a positive knock-on effect to many 
other sections of the community.”

extra power of the 85bhp TS2 model without 
going the whole way to the 102bhp 1.5-litre 
petrol Sport (£11,799). 

The 1.5 is lively alright, but does not bring 
much more to the party in return for costing 
£2,000 more than our favourite. 

One thing all versions have in common 
though is their eco-friendliness - the Mazda2 
is much lighter than its predecessor and most 
rivals, which means lower emissions and 
better fuel consumption. 

The Mazda is well-equipped as standard: 
electric front windows, driver seat height 
adjustment, MP3 compatible CD radio with 
auxiliary jack and electric door mirrors. 

The interior is also spacious and airy due to 
a relatively long wheelbase and low window 
line, while the dashboard is smart and well- 
arranged, with the high-mounted gearshift 
falling nicely to hand for a sporty drive.

'Human capital' seen as 
key to firms'efficiency 

ATTRACTING and retaining skilled 
employees is now seen as the most impor¬ 
tant source of using trade resources effi¬ 
ciently for UK businesses, according to 
new research. 

In a poll of almost 200 senior executives, 
83 per cent felt that in light of the current 
skills shortage, human capital was the key 
factor in having an edge over their com¬ 
petitors. 

The survey, conducted for professional 
services group KPMG by Opinion Leader 
Research, found that the current skills 
shortage was the most pressing issue fac¬ 
ing British organisations. 

Kathy Lloyd, head of people services at 
KPMG in Kent, said: “The success of the 
UK increasingly relies on our ability to 
function as a highly skilled, hi-tech econo¬ 
my and employers are right to be con¬ 
cerned about the difficulty in finding staff 
equipped with both basic and more 
advanced skills.” 

According to the survey results, nearly 
three-quarters (74 per cent) of companies 
surveyed felt that the UK fell short in 
terms of skills, particularly literacy and 
numeracy. 

Staff retention was cited as the second 
key people-issue that UK firms expect to 
face in the future and businesses are con¬ 
sidering a raft of measures to counter this. 

Most popular of these would be training 
and development (62 per cent), finding 
ways to retain top performers (61 per cent) 
and leadership development (59 per cent).

Act now to sustain a 
heath y bottom line

SEE THE LIGHT: Sustainability and hi-tech skills are essential to the UK's future prosperity, delegates were told 


BUSINESS chiefs have been told 
to grasp the nettle and embrace 
sustainable commercial activity - 
or face the Government imposing 
regulations upon them. 

An audience of high-powered county busi¬ 
nesspeople were at last week’s Institute of 
Directors/Business Link breakfast on sustain¬ 
ability in business. 

David Boomer, head of energy efficiency and 
climate change at the IoD, said: 
“Sustainability is a business agenda which 
has been coming of age for some time, but it 
has to be a fundamental part of business. 

“You can’t talk about it without energy effi¬ 
ciency and climate change. The UK, for the 
future, has a huge skills gap. We need innova¬ 
tive sustainable skills with clear leadership 
and investment. 

“If business doesn’t respond, Government 
will regulate. We need to develop business and 
skills capacity.” 

He was speaking at the conference centre in 
Sittingboume’s Kent Science Park, a fitting 
venue because the park’s senior management, 
led by director James Speck, is also keen to 
develop skills for the area and beyond. 

He was introduced by Kent IoD chairman 
Frazer Thompson, who said: “Sustainability is 
something we can do without sacrificing win¬ 
ning new business.” 

Mr Thompson runs the Chapel Down wines 
group at Tenterden and he said it recently 
took a look at its own carbon footprint - and a 
half was in the wooden posts in the vineyard. 
They have since been swapped for metal ones. 

Andrew Fletcher, managing director of 
Carbon Control energy conservation company, 
said: “From speaking to many business own¬ 
ers and managers it became apparent to me 
that businesses are in fact concerned about 


reducing their energy consumption, costs and 
increasing their sustainability. However they 
sometimes lack the knowledge, expertise and 
time to tackle these issues.” 

He said businesses could access national and 
local grants - as well as support such as the 
Carbon Trust’s interest-free loans - and they 
should also check out enhanced capital 
allowance schemes. 

Erica Russell, Business Link’s market devel¬ 
opment manager (sustainable business) said a 
company’s green credentials should encom¬ 
pass its issues with energy, water, waste, raw 
materials, legislation and transport. 

Paul Anderson, who runs Stone Circle 
Livery between Woodchurch and High 
Halden, which claims to be the UK’s first and 


only fully organic livery yard, gave a mini case 
study and stressed the need to be committed, 
determined and innovative. 

High quality commands a premium rate and 
with the credit squeeze some customers left 
and a long waiting list vanished, he said. 

However, he increased his rates but also 
increased the amount he had been setting 
aside for environmental improvements from 
each customer as well. 

“Nothing happened - then the emails start¬ 
ed to come through. It was a very worrying 
moment for us. 

“From being in a dire situation a few months 
ago we are getting the customers coming back. 
It has put us on the national and internation¬ 
al stage - we’ve had amazing PR.”

“I’m keen on getting off to a good start 
because I felt good batting at the end of last 
year. I didn’t want that to stall for six months so 
I felt I would do some work and push for the 
new season,” he told Yourcanterbury. “I have 
based my winter practice around the idea I 
may bat at three. I enjoyed it last year and had 
some success there. I was given the inclination 
that there is the potential to start there again 


this year. We will wait until the season starts to 
see what decisions have been made.” 

Whenever interviewed, the obvious question 
of a return to the England side always pops up. 
While the Papua New Guinea-bom gloveman 
is hopeful of a return to the international stage, 
his chances of joining old team-mates Andrew 
Flintoff and Steve Harmison in this year’s 
Ashes look remote at best. 

Jones said: “I don’t know where I sit really. 
I’m not sure if I have been thrown on the 
scrapheap or whether or not I have been put in 
the Duncan Fletcher era and they’ve moved on, 
I don’t know. 

“I have got the experience of being there, but 
ultimately it’s up to me to go out there and 
score the mns and leave it there in the selec¬ 
tors’ hands. 

“I don’t want to be thinking ‘I need to score 
mns to get back into the England side’, I want 


to score runs to enjoy my cricket and that’s 
most important.” 

Jones is now one of the senior professionals 
on the Kent staff and will be a member of the 
team that some of the younger players are like¬ 
ly to go to for advice. 

Despite suffering relegation from the top tier 
of the County Championship last season, Jones 
feels the additions to the squad is cause for 
optimism. 

“Sam Northeast has delayed going to univer¬ 
sity and he is an exciting prospect. Hopefully he 
will get a chance because he is the future of 
Kent,” he said. 

“A few of the young guys we have brought in 
through the Academy have bolstered the bowl¬ 
ing so I think that side of it is exciting. James 
Hockley is back, I was involved at the club 
when he was here before and I always felt then 
that he was a player of immense talent. 

“I think he has gone away and matured and 
worked out a few things out and realised that 
playing cricket for a living is an honour. He is 
looking fitter so it’s exciting having him back on 
board.”

THE cream of the country’s martial arts tal¬ 
ent will gather in Canterbury this summer 
for the increasingly influential Ringmasters 
elimination tournament.
